“We would just 
like some resolutions to this prob- 
lem.” 

Administration and Finance 
Director Kevin Mahoney acknowl- 
edged Petinge’s concerns and 
replied that the School Committee 
is aware of the problem. He said 
that such problems run through the 
entire transportation system and 
that the school department is try- 
ing to have the bus company abide 
by its policies. 

Mahoney had spoken previously 
in the meeting about the bus con- 
tract for the next academic year, 
saying that the proposal will be for 
eighteen buses. He did note that 
the school department is also look- 
ing at a reduced level of bus serv- 
ice, if it is deemed after 
an evaluation of budget trade-offs 
between transportation services 
versus classroom expenses.

Your IRA is part of your estate, and for

If the estate is large enough that estate 
daxes are an issue, it's wise to provide a 
means to pay that tax, perhaps with insur- 
ance or assets earmarked for that purpose.

Probably the most commonly 
asked “birding” question around 
Wilmington and Tewksbury this 
winter is: Why are the numbers 
(not necessarily species) of birds 
noticeably down this winter, com- 
pared with last winter? 

The answer to this question, ac- 

to Mass. Audubon and two 
knowledgeable ornithologists I am 
in touch with occasionally is two- 
fold. Number one is that bird popu- 
lations tend to fluctuate sharply 
from year to year, up or down, and 
the reasons for this are not yet fully 
understood. One example in our 
area would be the finches - espe- 
cially goldfinches - whose numbers 
are well down this winter compared 
with last year. Whereas it was not 
uncommon to see as many as 40 
pense at a time in our yard 
winter, the most I’ve seen até 
any one time this year is eight. The» 
second reason is that there was an 
unusual abundance of natural foods 
in the wild last summer 
and fall, and all of that wealth of 
food has not yet been exhausted. 
Included here would be all of the 
trees and shrubs which produce 
berries of any kind. One reason 
why large numbers of robins and

consultation to management 
regarding employees and health 
education programs. 

Executive Director and Ph.D. 
Carol Golub says that all of the 
assistance offered at the center is 
not out of anybody's reach. 

Says Dr. Golub, “Our mission is to 
make people aware of our work- 
shops and services, which are 
available at convenient times and 
at a very reasonable cost.” 

Fees are determined by one’s 
total family income and the num- 
ber of dependents in one’s family. 
For Wilmington residents who can- 
not afford to pay the full cost of any 
of the services, fees are subsidized 
by the town through the Board of 
Health. Folks from outside of 
Wilmington may also utilize the 
center's services, but must cover 
the cost themselves. (It is worth 
noting, though, that many services 
are covered by most major health 
insurances) 

Staffed by eleven therapists, 
including five licensed psycholo- 
gists, four licensed independent 
social workers, a psychiatrist and a 
psychiatric nurse clinical special- 
ist, the Wilmington Family 
Counseling Service, Inc. provides 


counseling services including, but 
not limited to: child/adolescent 
behavioral issues; depression and 
anxiety; marital issues; substance 
abuse other addictions; unemploy- 
ment or job-related stress; and so 
on. 

Each fifty-minute session at the 
counseling center is conducted in 
comfortable, soothing surroundings 
and is kept strictly confidential. 

Conveniently located in Suite 11 of 
the Heritage Commons Complex at 
5 Middlesex Avene in Wilmington, 
the hours of operation are Monday 
through Thursday from 9 a.m. to 9 
p.m.; Fridays from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m.;

Leukemia and Lymphoma Society 
decided to become involved with 
the “Team in Training” program in 
1993, he decided to run in the 
marathon to raise money for the 
organization.

Transportation problems increase with bad weather 


Parents find school bus 
stop unacceptable

WILMINGTON - Residents of the 
Morse Ave. area want action. Par- 
ents say a child was nearly hit 
recently when he was crossing the 
street to board the school bus at the 
intersection of Morse Ave. and 
Woburn Street in Wilmington’s east 
end. The child was not darting out 
into traffic but crossing while the 
school bus was stopped, with itsred 

lights on. 

They say the driver of the car 
was oblivious to the rule, “Stop 
when School Bus Stops.” They said 
the driver was mailed a $200.00 
ticket after a parent complained, 
backed up by the school bus driver 
and the witnessing children. 

- On Monday a small group of 
mothers and their children were 
ithered in the cold morning air at 
end of Morse Ave. at 7:30 a.m., 
‘waiting for the school bus: 

“In two minutes I counted 75 
cars,” said one mother. “This is not 
a lightly travelled road. It was dark 
‘when they picked up my older son 
this morning.” 


It’s not just the volume of traffic, 


it’s the location of the school bus 
‘Step. Parents want the school bus 


stop changed, so that the children 
will not have to cross the road to 
board the bus. 

“Last year they came from 
Lucci’s end toward the industrial 
area. Why can’t they do it this 
year?” said a mother. 

The bus now comes up Eames 
St., makes its first stop at Oxbow 
Drive and proceeds towards 
Lucci’s, making its next stop at 
Morse Ave. and proceeding to 
Brentwood for another stop. 

One of the children at the bus 
stop chimed in, “I remember when 
Josh almost got hit, the car was 
white. The person who almost hit 
Josh... How would he like it if Josh 
was in the car and he almost got 
hit?” 

“I am very sympathetic to the 
requests of the parents, but based 
on schedules and time factors [we 
can not meet every request]. All 
over town we get requests. Even 
where there are two sidewalks,” 
said School Bus Coordinator Jim 
Gillis in an interview Tuesday morn- 
ing. He stated that the buses makes 
134 trips to all the schools every 
morning. It is a nightmare. 


It was suggested by the parents 
at Morse Ave. that perhaps the 
route could be changed having the 
bus come from Lueci’s and then 
turn around at the corner of Eames 
to stop at Oxbow. To that, Gillis 
responded that the bus starts that 
run from the new intermediate 
school, down Main St. to 
Eames where it picks up a child on 
Eames St., then to Oxbow and then 
to Morse Ave. To accomplish the 
suggested would add sev- 
eral minutes to the trip, involve 
backing the bus up into traffic and 
covering the same ground twice, all 
of which are things to avoid in the 
transportation business. 

Gillis said he wishes he sould 
grant changes, but it cannot 
done and still deliver children to 
schools on time. [Even then that 
does not always happen]. 

Woburn Street, the oldest street 
in town, is the original road from 
Boston to Andover. Woburn Street 
is narrow therebetween Morse Ave.

. Her son catches the bus 100 
yards down the road, without side- 
walks at Oxbow Drive, before 7:00 
a.m. Monday morning it was still 
dark at 7:00 a.m. 

Gillis suggested that, though he 
cannot solve the problem, parents 
mustteach their childrentobe wary, 
even when the school bus lights are 
flashing, stop and look both ways 
before crossing the street.

fter a major tragedy,

of seven people, occurs’ 
there are a number of victims 
left in the wake. Of course there 
is the obvious, the families of 
those killed or injure@ in the 
tragedy and, in the case of the 
shooting at Wakefield’s Edge- 
water Technologies there is also 
the family of the suspect, 
Michael “Mucko” McDermott. 
However, there are some not 
so obvious victims who need 
outreach and support in the 
aftermath of such an event. 
Among these are the emergency 
service personnel and the re- 
sponding police personnel who 
had to deal with the cold facts of 
the murders and specialized 
counselling has been made ava- 
ialble to them. 
Wakefield Fire Chief David 
Parr explained, “If you don’t 


give emergency personnel the 
chance to vent or express their 
feelings they will keep them 
inside.” 

‘As Chief Parr noted'it is hot 
just the one incident, it is a 
combination of all the incidents 
they face in their day to day 
work, being triggered by the 
enormity of the tragedy. 

“It basically eats at you,” 
Parr said. “Then it can manifest 
itself in ways such as substance 
abuse which could eat away at 
the persons family.” 

Because of the confidentiality 
required in the counseling ses- 
sions, Parr would not talk about 
the actual sessions and what 
goes on, including the help that 
he has personally sought. 

However, he did say, “The 
hardest part about the stress 
sessions is getting the person 
there. Once they are there they 
let out their emotions. 

“They have to know it is con- 
fidential.”

started that afternoon when he 
ordered a “defusing session” 
where counselors were made 
available to talk to the first 
responders to the incident. The 
following Friday, more coun- 
selling sessions were in order 
and Parr reported that they 
were well attended. 

All of the emergency service 
people involved have a basic 
training of being able to help 


Parr noted that the first 
responders from his depart- 
ment, Engine One - Captain 
Peter Hubbard and firefighters 
Joe Riley, Sean Curran and 
Chris Smith - arrived at the 
scene and had to park about one 
block away until they were told 
by the police that the scene was 
secure. Upon being able to enter 
the Harvard Mills Building 
where the computer software 
company is located, it was 
quickly determined by the fire- 
fighters and the paramedics 
from Action as they 
moved from one location to 
another, that there was i 
further that could be done for 
the seven victims they found. 

Each was dead at the, or very 
close too, the desks where they 
worked. 

Once the determination was 
made the fire and ambulance 
personnel pulled out and left the 
area to be treated as a crime 
scene by the poli 

Their day did not end with 
the incident and, in fact there 
was very little time to digest 
what they had just experienced. 
According to the records, the 
Fire Department alone respond- 
ed to a house fire, and several 
medical aid calls, including a 
person who had cut off their fin- 
ger with a power saw. 

Even the dispatcher was 
busy. 

Parr said, “The dispatcher 
was swamped with telephone 
calls from media throughout the 
country. There was nothing we 
could tell them.” 

It was pretty much the same 
for the Police Department. 
Doherty noted that every officer 
except two out on sick leave 
were involved in some way with 
the incident. This manpower

AQUARIUM WATER 


One of the top sources of stress for a 
pet fish is an improperly maintained 
water temperature. 

If the water is too warm, fish get insuf- 
ficient oxygen, while water that is too 
cold will freeze them. 

Most tropical fish thrive in a water 
temperature of about 74 to 78 degrees. 
but every species is different 

Before buying a wide variety, learn the 
proper water temperature for each kind. 

Avoid big fluctuations in the aquari- 
um’s water temperature, especially 
when adding fresh water. A good aquar- 
ium will include a water heater, air 
pump, filter and thermometer. 

Equipment should be maintained and 
monitored regularly 


Get to know your fish's behavior a 
well, so you can recognize signs of stress 
or illness. 

PS. Avoid mercury thermometers - 
the mercury can poison fish if the 
thermometer breaks.

Question: Our new wood 
stove smokes up the room 
when we open the stove door 
for stoking. We have a tri-level 
house, and the stove uses 6 feet 
of pipe from the stove to the 
pij ie root 
vith a rain cap. The salesman 
who sold us the stove said we 
needed another 2 feet of chim- 
ney for sufficient draft to stop 
the problem. We did this but 
the problem persists. 

Answer: There are several 
angles to consider when the 
draft does not appear ade- 
quate. Most wood stoves have 
recommended drafts. You can 
check this with a manometer

that should register .05 inches 
of water when placed in the 
flue. The location of the stove 
in the house is also important. 
If the stove is in the lower level 
of a tri-level, 14 feet of chimney 
might not be enough. Large 
trees can interfere with vour 
draft causing high-pressure 
areas around your chimney. 
Also, you could have air | 

in your house, causing air to 
aly out various cracks creat- 
ing a lower pressure ar 
your stove. Ope a window 
slightly sometimes helps, but it 
must be on the pressure side of 
the house. Opening and closing 
doors of certain rooms can 
sometimes affect the air pres- 
sure in a house as well.
